Berger Directors O K Drain Plan Change 


The Board of Directors of Berger 
Hospital approved the largest change 
order and authorized payment of the 
largest bill thus far incurred in the 
building of the new ancillary addition. 
Jim McGowan. Leo Rovtar and W. 
E. Monks were present at the regular 
meeting of the board 6n Wednesday 
night with a revision of the original 
plans of the building project. The 
revision was concerned primarily with 
the drainage of the new area. 
The group representing the Dan 
C arm ichael 
A rchitectural 
firm 
presented several reasons for the 
change including the accessibility of 
the city sewer and the costs involved in 
following the original plans. 


No city storm drainage is available 
to the area on the northeast side of the 
building and the only alternative the 
architectural firm had was to route the 
drainage system across the front of the 
hospital. Because of the problems and 
handicaps that would be caused if the 
line were placed across the parking 
lot, the architect drew the plans to 
route the line across the front lawn. 
D iscussion 
from

questioned the possibility of routing 
the lines in the obvious direction, 
between 
the 
hospital 
and 
the 
properties on Sharon Road. The 
representatives from the architect’s 
office explained the space was limited 
in that area and existing utility lines

Data W ithheld? 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A leading 
pharmaceutical firm is selling in 
almost every 
country except 
the 
United States a drug it has known for 
nearly 10 years causes ulcers in mon­ 
keys, a Senate committee has been 
told. 
Subpoenaed testim ony before a 
Senate health subcom m ittee also 
disclosed that Ciba-Geigy Corp. 
allegedly

potassium supplement from the Food

form er Ciba executive blew the 
whistle. 
Slow-K is undergoing clinical trials 
in American patients now, pending 
FDA approval for marketing as a 
prescription drug in the United States. 
The drug is designed to replace the 
potassium lost by patients taking 
diuretics for fluid loss. Some medical 
experts say orange juice and bananas 
achieve the sam e result. 
Tulane University medical professor 
F. Gilbert McMahon, a Ciba vice 
president for three years, confirmed 
that it was he who tipped the FDA on 
May 26, 197 2, of company studies 
showing that Slow-K caused gastric 
ulcers in monkeys. 
Ciba had applied to the FDA on Aug. 
27 , 197 1, for permission to conduct 
experimental studies with the drug 
prior to seeking marketing approval. 


there made that route nearly im­ 
possible. 
The board agreed to accept the new 
plans as presented which would entail 
an additional $5,500 increase over the 
original bid. The board noted that this 
was the largest change order in the 
current construction. Up to this time, 
the changes have been minimal and 
were mostly involving changes in state 
regulations. 


Two bills were also presented to the 
board for payment including $7 2,263.7 0 
to Steward Construction Company and 
$11,7 00 to the Sauer Inc. The bill from 
the Sauer Company was for plumbing 
equipment on the site. Both bills were 
approved for payment and netted the 
largest single presentation of bills and 
also the largest single expenditure 
thus far incurred in the building 
project. 


The finance report presented to the 
board showed a decline in occupancy 
and also a decline in revenue for the 
month of August. The month showed 
an occupancy of 59 per cent as opposed 
to 69 per cent during the sam e time last 
year. The occupancy running to date is 
7 5 per cent which is below last year’s 
figure through this time of 7 8 per cent. 
Hospital administrator John Reid 
noted that there were only three more 
employes than one year ago. In con­ 
clusion of the finance report, it was 
brought out that 51 babies were bom 
during the month, 7 4 operations per­ 


formed, and 1,07 9 emergency room 
visits. 
Reid also advised the board that the 
administrative staff was presently 
working on a financial sheet on the 
building project. 
A resolution was passed to designate 
the earned interest income from funds 
presently on interest as part of the 
building fund.

adm inistrator’s 
report 
con­ 
tinued with inform ation 
on 
the 
hospital’s liability insurance coverage. 
Reid said he had been informed he 
could obtain a $1,000 reduction in 
premiums and still have the same 
coverage with the sam e company. He 
also presented an alternate plan to the 
board which would allow the extra 
money which is already appropriated 
for insurance purposes to be used in an 
umbrella policy. 
An 
umbrella 
policy 
would 
cost 
slightly less than the $1,000 and would 
provide a maximum coverage up to 
one million dollars. This type policy 
takes up where the present policy 
coverage is lim ited. The board 
authorized Reid to look further into the 
situation. 
Reid advised the board $4 93 has 
come into the Mrs. Frank Bowling 
Memorial Fund. 
Christmas gifts which are purchased 
annually by the board of directors for 
the hospital employes have been or­ 
dered. 
It was also reported to the board that 


the hospital has a new employe, Mrs. 
Pamela Hatfield Smith. Mrs. Smith 
was hired as a surgical technician and 
has had experience with the open heart 
surgery team at the Brook Medical 
Center in Texas. Angie Kirchgessner 
will be moving to the emergency room 
department and Barbara Gerhardt. R. 
N. has been appointed to the position of 
medical supervisor. 


A report to the board from Dr. Emily 
Lutz, president of the medical staff, 
presented applications for courtesy 
staff privileges. The board approved 
privileges to Dr. William Copeland, 
obstetrics and gynecologic surgery; 
Dr. George Smetters, pathology; Dr. 
Arthur A. Filiatraut, radiology. These 
doctors had already been approved for 
courtesy staff privileges by the 
medical staff. 


The board acted on a bill of nearly 
$1,300 owed to the Circleville Herald 
The bill had not been previously paid 
because it had been sent to the City 
Council members who thought it not 
their place to pay the bill and the 
Roose, Wade Company had also 
declined the invitation to pay it. 
Having routed the bill to all possible 
sources and still having it unpaid, the 
board voted on an amended motion to 
pay the amount due. Board member 
Bob Huffer amended the original 
motion to pay it by including a 
stipulation to ask the Circleville 
Herald for a 
contribution to the 


building fund. 
Reid reported to the board on the 
recent industrial accident which oc­ 
curred at the hospital. Ernie Pen­ 
nington fell out of a tree while at­ 
tempting to trim the trees. It was later 
discovered that the electric company 
will do the necessary trim m ing 
without charge.

Board 
members voted to place the leaflet on 
the bulletin board for the employes 
inspection but not to offer it as a 
payroll deduction. 


Ernst and Ernst, financial con­ 
sultants of the hospital board, were 
appointed to perform the annual audit 
of the hospital’s books and records. 
The price list for items of equipment 
costing over $100 each were referred to 
the medical staff for approval and will 
be presented along with the staff’s 
recommendations at the next meeting 
of the hospital board. 
In conclusion of the meeting, Mrs. 
Robert Uggett, new president of the 
general guilds gave a report. Mrs. 
Jenny Russell had recently resigned 
from the position of president due to 
health reasons. Mrs. Liggett advised

McMahon, who spent eight years 
with drug companies and 24 years in 
clinical pharmacology and

Introduced into the hearing record 
was a memo prepared for, but never 
signed by, Dr. J. Richard Crout, then 
director of the

Scientific Evaluation, recommending 
that legal action be considered against 
Ciba for not submitting the monkey 
studies. 
FDA investigators sent to check out 
McMahon’s tip were told by Ciba on 
Aug. 18, 197 2, that the data had been 
overlooked, according to the memo 
prepared by Dr. E. DeVaughn Belton, 
then head of the FDA’s team in­ 
vestigating cardiovascular drugs. 
“ Although we recognize that the 
firm eventually submitted the data, it 
is our opinion that the firm has 
violated the law 
by omission of 
‘material information...,” ’ said the 
memo prepared by Belton. 
Crout said on Wednesday he could 
not recall the memo or why he didn’t 
send it to his predecessor at the 
Bureau of Drugs. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If this year’s 
big tax bill survives heavy cross-fire in 
Congress, many average Americans 
will get a tax cut while oilmen will see 
an old tax-saving friend, the depletion 
allowance, slowly die. 
But all sides in the tax bill battle 
agree that’s an extremely big “ if,” 
because the legislation is in trouble. 
Friends are having a tough time fin­ 
ding and keeping a consensus, while 
some strange-bedfellow enemies may 
just gang up and kill it quickly. 
As the bill presently stands after 
many months of voting by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, but with 
many controversial items subject to 
change before the pan el’s final 
decisions in the next few weeks, chief 
provisions would: 
—Hike taxes for the oil industry, 
mainly by phasing out the percentage 
depletion allowance that has been a 
fixture in tax law since the 1920s and 
which saves petroleum producers $2 
billion to $3 billion a year in federal 
taxes. 
—Cut taxes for many individuals by 
increasing the maximum standard 
deduction from $2,000 to $2,500; by 
boosting the minimum 
standard 
deduction that benefits low-income 
persons from $1,300 to $1,4 00 for singles 
and $1,500 for couples; and by creating 
a new “ simplification” deduction of up 
to $650 for people who itemize.

taxpayers through a change that would 
extend to some unearned income, such 
as dividends and rents, the maximum 
50 per cent tax rate that now applies to 
earned income such as salaries. Some 
unearned income m ay now be taxed at 
up to 7 0 per cent. 
—Curb tax shelters, especially in the 
real estate field where these are ex­ 
tensively used by investors. 
—Create a new minimum tax on the 
rich, which would be an alternate tax 
to be paid only if the liability is larger 
than the wealthy person’s regular 
taxes due. 


—Ease taxes 
on 
capital 
gains, 
meaning profits from sales of assets 
such as securities or real estate held a 
certain length of time. 


Over-all, staff experts said it will be 
next week before firm estimates on the 
revenue gains and losses for the 
Treasury are ready for presentation to 
the committee. But they guess there 
would be a net $4 00 million gain for the 
government when the bill’s features 
take effect.

Rumsfeld Cam paign 
Group In Violation

reporting law until it went out of 
business this year, documents on file 
with the Senate show. 
R um sfeld’s 
form er 
cam paign 
manager said the committee was not 
required to file under the law that took 
effect April 7 , 197 2. But officials 
charged with monitoring the act said 
the committee should have registered, 
if not when the law took effect, at least 
by 197 3 when it took preliminary 
soundings on a possible Rumsfeld race 
for the Senate in Illinois. 
Rumsfeld, a former House member 
who resigned from Congress in 1969 to 
join the Nixon administration, was due 
in Washington today for his new 
Nixon's Doctors W ork On Blood Clot

president’s doctor says he thinks the 
dime-sized blood clot in his right lung 
can be successfully treated. 
A hospital spokesman revealed the 
clot had passed through Nixon’s heart 
before lodging in the lung. If it had 
blocked a heart artery, it could have 
been fatal. 
Nixon’s physician, 
Dr. 
John 
C. 
Lungren, said on Wednesday that the 
clot was a “ potentially dangerous 
situation but not critical at this time.... 
There is a very good chance of recov­ 
ery, but it will take some time.” 
Nixon is expected to be hospitalized 
through next week, m issing the 
Tuesday start of the Watergate cover- 
up trial in Washington for which he has 
been subpoened as a witness. 
Lungren said Nixon took news of the 
gelatin-like clot “ as he normally takes 
anything else — it’s another problem.” 
But the doctor added, “ He has a hell of 
a will to live. 
Such a clot — called an embolus — 
kills lung tissue around it. The size of 
the dead lung area in Nixon’s case was 
net disclosed. 
Several specialists not attending 
Nixon were asked their opinion on the 
severity of the clot. 


“ It’s not life-threaten in g,” Dr. 
Richard Lescoe, past president of the 
I,os Angeles Lung Association, said of 
Nixon’s clot. 
A knowledgeable Washington, D.C., 
doctor warned, however, that “ even 
though this clot doesn’t seem to be 
severe, it doesn’t mean it couldn’t get 
worse. If a chunk of another clot broke 
off and got to the lu n gs... that might be 
it.” 
The clot is being treated with an­ 
ticoagulants in hope of dissolving it 
and preventing new clots from form­ 
ing. 
The clot reached Nixon’s lung after 
breaking off a larger clot in his leg, 
where it had been created by per­ 
sistent phlebitis, an inflammation of 
the vein, Lungren said. He said the 
greatest danger is that another clot 
might break off and move to a lung. 
The mortality rate from pulmonary 
embolism varies greatly, according to 
medical sources. Depending on the 
primary cause, it can be anywhere 
from 1 per cent to 80 per cent fatal, 
they said. 
Lungren said stress and fatigue 
suffered by Nixon since he resigned 
the presidency “ m ay be a factor” in 
Nixon’s physical problems. 
But he suggested other causes are 
possible — sim ple inactivity or 


hypercoagulability of the blood (a 
strong tendency to clot) 
or even 
malignancy, including leukemia. He 
said tests were being performed. 
M ary 
P ren tice, 
a 
hospital 
spokeswoman, said the clot was small 
enough to easily pass through one of 
the two main pulmonary arteries that 
connect the heart to the lungs. If it had 
been large enough and lodged in the 
artery, death could have occurred in a 
few minutes or a few hours. 
Nixon has had trouble with his leg 
and phlebitis for many years, and the 
lung clot indicates the circulatory 
ailment will continue to plague him. 
“ He’s going to be bothered with this 
the rest of his life,” one New York lung 
specialist said. 
The 6 1-year-old Nixon has no chest 
pain from the clot, Lungren said. 
Nixon entered M em orial H ospital 
Medical Center of Long Beach on 
Monday for a stay then expected to last 
seven days. 
Nixon’s wife, Pat, has been visiting 
her husband daily, driving to the 
hospital from their seaside villa in San 
Clemente, 50 miles south of Long 
Beach, a hospital official said. 
Telephone 
calls, 
letters 
and 
telegram s continued to pour into the 
hospital, 
m ost 
expressing 
en­ 
couragement. 


But several callers made threats, 
such as “ Kill Nixon,” “ I^?t him die” 
and “ I’m going to get him,” hospital 
officials said. One told police on 
Monday he had planted a bomb in the 
hospital. 
Secret Service agents 
refused 
comment on the threats. Nixon is 
sealed off on the sixth floor of the 
hospital’s west wing. 
Nixon 
had been subpoenaed by 
defendant John D. Ehrlichman, his 
former domestic affairs adviser, and 
special prosecutor Iieon Jaworski in 
the Watergate cover-up trial. 


Jawkorski has asked U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica to send an in­ 
dependent medical team to determine 
whether Nixon can testify or give a de­ 
position. Sirica has not yet ruled on the 
request. 
The clot was discovered on Tuesday. 
Lungren said he did not know when the 
clot broke off. 
President Ford “ expressed pleasure 
that there was no imminent danger 
and that the former president is feeling 
reasonably well,” said Press Secre­ 
tary Ron Nessen. 
Nessen said he knew of no plans for 
Ford to visit Nixon, although Ford will 
be in San Francisco on Wednesday for 
a speakmg appearance.

Rumsfeld could not be reached for 
comment on the political committee, 
initially created in 1961 for the first of 
his four campaigns for the House.

who served as Rumsfeld’s campaign 
manager in four successful House 
races between 1962 and 1968, said the 
committee wasn’t required to register 
because it didn’t anticipate receiving 
or spending money, since Rumsfeld 
had resigned Congress and was 
serving in appointive positions in the 
Nixon administration. 
However, committee records on file 
here say: “ In 197 3, the committee 
began to consider the possibility of its 
proposing that Mr. Rumsfeld be a 
candidate for the United States Senate 
from the State of Illinois in the 197 4 
election.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Drou ght, 
heav y rains and an early k illing frost 
hav e lopped an estimated $35 6 million 
off this y ear’s anticipated farm income 
in Ohio from soy beans, com and 
tomatoes. 
That’s the report from C. William 
Swank , ex ecu tiv e v ice president of the 
Ohio Farm Bu reau Federation. 
Swank said Ohio farmers hav e lost 
abou t $100 million in soy beans, $25 0 
million in com and $6 million in 
tomatoes. 


“1 based those figu res on the cu rrent 
mark et prices for the crops and the 
drop from spring estimates of the 
y ield,” he said. 
He said soy beans, cu rrently selling 
for $7.5 0 a bu shel, are down 13 million 
from spring predictions, while com, 
with a mark et price of $3.35 a bu shel, is 
off 75 million bu shels. 
Tomato produ ction, he said, 
is 
100,000 tons less than ex pected. 
Tomatoes are cu rrently bringing abou t 
$60 a ton. 


“The only u nfair part of those 
estimates is that had we come in with a 
fu ll crop, prices might hav e been 
lower,” Swank added. 
Swank said the tomato crop was the 
hardest hit by the u nseasonable cold 
weather that mark ed the first day of 
au tu mn Monday . 
“Frost took ju st abou t all the 
remaining tomatoes, which were abou t 
a third of the total y ear’s crop,” he 
said. “ Bu t I wou ld gu ess only abou t 5 to 
10 per cent of the soy bean crop and 5 
per cent of the com were affected by 
the cold.” 


After a long dry spell du ring the 
su mmer, followed by heav y rains, 
farmers had hoped for a late frost. 
“Three or fou r more week s of good 
weather wou ld hav e helped things,” 
said Swank . 
He said he wou ldn’t call this y ear’s 
weather especially u nu su al. 
“Farm ers hav e had bad seasons 
before,” he said, “ bu t there’s been 
more pu blic interest in the food 
situ ation this y ear becau se of inflation. 
We’re going to see food prices ju mping 
arou nd considerably this winter.”

Officials from District Six of the 
Ohio Department of Transportation 
presented their Action Plan for 
Pick away Cou nty du ring a pu blic 
meeting held in the Common Pleas 
Cou rtroom Wednesday .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secret 
Serv ice agents gu arded the children of 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy for more 
than a week becau se of a k idnap 
threat, a Treasu ry Department official 
said today . 


The threat was so seriou s that White 
Hou se cou nsel Philip Bu chen gav e his 
personal approv al for the protection 
and was k ept personally adv ised of 
dev elopments, the official said. 
A sou rce close to the inv estigation in 
Boston said the threats were made 
against “all children of Kennedy 
blood.” Treasu ry Undersecretary Ed­ 
ward C. Schmu lts said a child of 
Kennedy -in-law actor Peter Lawford 
was also afforded protection for a 
short time. 


Schmu lts said the k idnap threat was 
first receiv ed Sept. 13. Secret Serv ice 
and police protection was prov ided 
mainly to Kennedy children in the Bos­ 
ton area, then phased ou t ov er the nex t 
week , Schmu lts said. 
He said he cou ld not prov ided details 
of the ex act natu re of the threat, 
whether it was receiv ed in the mail or 
by phone. 


An FBI spok esman in Washington

RIO D E JA N EIRO , Brazil (A P ) 
“ Buy now, pay later” sales, long the 
way of commercial life for Brazilian 
shoppers and merchants, is losing 
status 
in 
this 
business-oriented 
country. 
Statistics from credit bureaus show 
a growing “ pay never” pattern in 
retail trade. 
Rio’s Credit Protection Service says 
it has files on 1.5 million shoppers, and 
900.000 of them are classified as poor 
credit risks. 
The Credit Bureau, in nearby 
Niteroi, says it has 200,000 negative 
files among a listing of 500,000 in­ 
stallment buying customers. 
In Sao Paulo, Brazil’s biggest and 
richest city, the Credit Bureau says its 
negative responses to m erchants’ 
credit queries totaled 430,000 in the 
first six months of 1974—up from 
331.000 in the first half of 1973. 
Brazilian store owners expressed 
concern about the trend in a recent 
national meeting here. 
“ The increase in negatives is a 
result of the difficulties the people 
have in meeting their obligations,” 
said Oscar Gimenez, coordinator of the 
conference. “ The bad payer also exists 
to a large extent because of the ease of 
buying with credit, without planning 
the possibilities of paying.” 
Most Brazilian clothing, appliance, 
variety and department stores all 
advertise their prices broken down 
into monthly installments. About 70 
per cent of all sales by such stores are 
made on credit. 
Gimenez said this publicity often 
makes credit terms look easy, even to 
low-income shoppers. But he said 
when the buyer has to choose between 
meeting an installment and buying 
food, the installment goes unpaid. 
Additionally, the Store Owners’ Club 
of Rio reported that total retail sales in 
August were down nearly 10 per cent 
from August of the previous year.

While Mondale was speaking to the 
AFI/-CIO, Minnesota’s other senator, 
1968 Democratic presidential nominee 
Hubert H. Humphrey, told a Min­ 
neapolis news conference he would 
give Mondale a “ ringing” endorse­ 
ment at the labor convention today. 
Humphrey said Mondale has a good

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
Commerce Committee has taken a 
first step that could lead to lower 
electric-power rates for

It approved a bill authorizing a 
three-year, $4-million study by the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
to 
determ ine whether and how the 
current pricing system should be 
changed. 
The legislation is aimed at the 
“ declining-block-rate” system under 
which the more power is consumed, 
the less is paid per unit. A key element 
of the FPC study would be the feasi­ 
bility of a peak-pricing system. Under 
this method, a user would pay less for 
electricity at certain hours of the day.

Speaking Of Your Health

Doctors frequently hear 
their 
patients say they tend to get sick when 
their resistance is low. 
This observation is valid. The whole 
concept of body resistance is a com­ 
plicated phenomenon playing an ac­ 
tive part in the prevention of illness, 
the cure of illness and the maintenance 
of good health. 
Body resistance to illness and 
natural immunity depend on many 
factors. Experts in every field of 
medicine, genetics, chemistry and 
bacteriology are intrigued by the 
lim itless variation of the body’s 
defense mechanism. 
Scientists have been exploring every 
possibility 
that 
will 
augment 
the 
body’s natural reserve and resistance. 
Rapid chilling of the body or ex­ 
cessive fatigue devitalizes the body’s 
ability to resist infection. Malnutrition 
and vitamin deficiencies, endocrine 
and circulatory problems interfere 
with body’s capacity to counter bac­ 
terial invasion. 
Certainly, emotional disturbances, 
anxiety and stress are considered 
important in lowering resistance. 
The newer knowledge of nutrition, 
the understanding of the relationship 
between the body and the mind, 


adequate rest and diversion, con­ 
trolled exercise, and the careful use of 
leisure all add their contribution to 
man’s own inherited body defense 
against infection and illness.

The tranquil life of Hunza, the 
longevity of its people and their ap­ 
parently idyllic way of life are said to 
have inspired Jam es Hilton’s novel 
“ Lost Horizon.” 


But the world has been steadily 
moving in on Hunza since the partition 
of India and the withdrawal of the 
British in 1947. Since then, the m ir has 
been reduced to little more than a 
figurehead with responsibility only for 
resolving local disputes according to 
custom. 
Changes in diet and disease resulting 
from increased contact with the out­ 
side world have sharply reduced the 
number of people living past the age of 
10 0 . 
Pakistan plans to open up the state 
as a tourist center.

M anpow er 
Bill To Require 
Volunteer Medical Service

WASHINGTON (A P) — A $2-billion 
manpower bill that would require one- 
fourth 
of 
all 
m edical 
students 
receiving federal aid to work in 
volunteer medical service has been 
passed by the Senate. 
Approved Tuesday and sent to the 
House, the measure would require 
each medical school receiving federal 
aid to set aside 25 per cent of its en­ 
rollment slots each year for students 
who would volunteer to serve in an 
area with a shortage of physicians. 
A broader proposal by Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., was defeated 
after opponents denounced it as a 
domestic draft of aU medical school 
graduates for national service. 
Kennedy argued that Washington 
has poured billions into aid for medical 
schools and scholarships and loans for 
medical students. 
Therefore, he said, it is fair to ask all 
of the graduates to serve for two years 
in a shortage area. If the Health, 
Education and Welfare Department 
found that not all were needed, a lot­ 
tery would have been used to select 
those to serve under the Kennedy plan. 
Sen. J. Glenn Beall, R-Md., con­ 
tended this proposal was much too 
drastic. He offered the substitute, 
which was approved to finance 
training of doctors and other health 
professionals for the next three years. 
The volunteers would get scholar­ 
ships and pay for loans to pay for their 
education. They would perform one 
year of service for each year they re­ 
ceived scholarship aid. 
The Beall measure also seeks to put 
some controls on the large numbers of 
foreign-trained doctors in the U.S.

that 
these 
physicians pass written and oral tests 
similar to those taken by American- 


trained doctors and that they be 
proficient in English. 
It does not contain the provision for 
federal licensing of all doctors, which 
Kennedy had proposed

Unusually Tight 


WASHINGTON fAP) - The world 
grain supply has been reduced to the 
point where it is unusually tight 
because of harvest declines in the 
United States, Soviet Union and other 
key 
countries, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department says. 
Officials said the situation as of mid- 
September 
indicates 
significant 
downward 
revisions 
from 
crop 
estimates made Aug, 20. 
The 
department’s 
Foreign 
Agricultural Service said the revisions 
included declines in grain harvest for 
the Soviet Union, down 5 million 
metric tons; Western Europe, down 2.1 
million; Canada, down 3,4 million; and 
other countries, down about 2 million 
tons. 
“ Projected world wheat production 
in 1974 has been lowered from 360.5 
million tons to 351.6 million tons, 
reflecting primarily reduced harvest 


prospects in the United States, Canada 
and the Soviet Union,” the report said 
Tuesday. 
It noted, however, that wheat 
production in Europe is up 2.4 million 
tons over the August projection. 
Production of coarse grain, including 
com, was estimated at 581.8 million 
tons, down from 585.3 million a month 
ago. Most of the decrease was at­ 
tributed to reduced harvest in Canada, 
Western Europe, India and the 
People’s Republic of China. 
Feedgrain output in the United 
States, the world’s largest producer, 
improved the past month and is ex­ 
pected to total 160.8 million tons, up 
from 158,9 million in August. 
The cutback in wheat prospects 
points to a smaller world reserve 
during 1974-75 instead of a “ modest 
increase” which was anticipated in 
August, officials said. 
Residential Gas 
Rates To Increase 


COIJJMBUS, Ohio < AP > - Columbia 
Gas of Ohio Inc. said Wednesday 
residential customers in 62 Ohio 
counties can expect a $2.57 increase in 
their average monthly bill by De­ 
cember. 
A pending rate hike of 6.4 per cent, 
effective Dec. 1, was disclosed Wed­ 
nesday in a meeting with Columbus 
city officials. 
This boost follows an 8.3 per cent 
increase in gas rates announced Aug. 
30 and scheduled to go into effect next 
Wednesday. 
A Columbia Gas spokesman said the 
first hike will cost home users about 
$1.47, while the December increase 
will raise customers bills an additional 
$1 .10 . 
The two increases will bring the 
average monthly bill for residential 
customers to $20.21, he said. 
The new rates also affect com­ 
mercial users. 
Columbia Gas Chairman W.F. Imrd 
said the December price increase 
stems from a new rate request filed 
last spring by the company’s supplier 
with the Federal Power Commission. 
Imrd said the supplier asked for a 
return on investment of about 15 per 
cent. 
The power commission has yet to 
approve the request, but meanwhile 
the supplier can charge the higher 
rate, subject to refund if the power 
commission decides it is unjustified. 
Under a price adjustment clause in 
its rate schedule, Columbia Gas can

MOUNT CARROLL, 111. (AP) - 
Shimer Co llege anno unced last y ear 
that a decrease in enro llment was 
fo rcing it to clo se the bo o ks o n 120 
y ears’ traditio n. It had lo st 3 0 students. 
But a clamo r fro m students, faculty 
and alumni and $3 00,000 in do natio ns 
fo rced trustees to take ano ther lo o k. 
So , a new academic y ear has started 
fo r the tiny liberal arts scho o l kno wn 
fo r its emphasis o n classic literature 
and inno v ativ e teaching pro grams. 
“ We’re so small that we didn’t need 
millio ns to sav e it,” said Ralph Ho ugh, 
ex ecutiv e 
assistant 
to 
Shimer 
President Esther G. Weinstein. 
“ No w o ur biggest pro blem is co n­ 
v incing peo ple that we’re no t dead. 
There was a lo t o f publicity when we 
decided to clo se, but no o ne’s said any ­ 
thing abo ut o ur stay ing o pen.” 
The scho o l, which o pened in Sep­ 
tember 186 3 , was slated to clo se Dec. 
3 1, 19 73. 
Students, parents and alumni 
do nated the mo ney ; administrato rs 
pared budgets and the registrar 
launched a direct-mail recruitment 
campaign. 
"We had two $25 ,000 do natio ns, but 
mo st o f the mo ney came in small gifts 
— $5 , $10, a few $100 do natio ns,” said 
Ho ugh. 
Fall enro llment climbed back to 
abo ut 200, and the do o rs to the 16 aging 
buildings o n the 40-acre campus stay ed 
o pen. 
“ Fo r a scho o l o f 1,000 students, 
lo sing 3 0 isn’t a big thing,” Ho ugh said. 
“ But here it was a disaster.” 
Officials ho pe the recruitment 
pro gram will so o n bo o st enro llment to 
abo ut 400.

Fifi Gonev Honduras Still Suffers 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras - No 
one in Honduras paid much attention 
early last week as Hurricane Fifi crept 
through the Caribbean sea. 
It was just another storm to the 2.6 
million people in this triangle-shaped 
Central American country. 
Fifi is gone. But Honduras, a nation 
reeking of poverty, is flat on its back 
with Fifi’s name etched forever in the 
national memory, the worst disaster in 
Honduran history. 
The government estimates that 
7,500-8,000 died. No one will ever know 
for sure how many perished. The 
National Emergency Committee said 
another 100,000 are homeless. 
No one knows how many people died 
of hunger after Fifi destroyed almost 
50 per cent of the nation’s food crops. 
The Hondurans were undernourished, 
hungry, in abject poverty, before the 
storm came. In their usual state of 
malnutrition they were not up to 
holding on for the three, four or five 
days it took for the floods to recede 
enough to get food and shelter to them. 
With almost half this season’s com 
and bean crops gone, the nation faces 
starvation. 
Poverty is common in Honduras; the 
average annual income is less than 
$260. Many peasants have almost no 
cash income; they live off their crops 
and by bartering. Beggars abound in 
the cities. Boys drop out of first grade 
to shine shoes to help buy food.

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People were warned about Fifi. But 
few paid attention. Only 10 days 
before, Hurricane Carmen skirted the 
coast without serious damage. Even if 
the barefoot, poorly clad people 
wanted to leave they had nowhere to go 
and no way to get there. 
Measured against other killer 
storms, Fifi was just a kitten. The 
storm had sustained winds of 125 miles 
an hour with gusts up to 140 m.p.h. 
Carmen’s winds gusted up to 175 
m.p.h. and there was no large loss of 
life. 
Fifi did her damage with water. She 
dumped up to 24 inches of rain in 36 
hours on northeastern Honduras. 
As Fifi’s eye trudged slowly off­ 
shore, tides 15 feet above normal rose 
in the mangrove swamps, blocking the 
flow of the rivers. The torrential rain 


suddenly turned tranquil mountain 
streams into raging torrents. The 
streams flowed 
into the 
Ulua, 
Chamelecon and Aguan rivers, and the 
rivers had nowhere to go except over 
their banks. 
Damage throughout the country far 
surpassed the gross national product. 
Between 80 and 95 per cent of the 
banana crop was wiped out, with a loss 
of half a billion dollars. 
People tried to help. But the aid 
pouring in from other countries in 
plane after plane ran into bottlenecks. 
Only 20 per cent of the railroad lines 
survived. There are few paved roads. 
As the first week after the storm 
neared its end, reports came in of 
outbreaks of disease. Rotting bodies of 
the dead, animal and human, were 
taking their toll.

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NEW YORK (AP) - ABC 
News is awaiting the results 
of a y ear-long survey of what 
viewers might like to see if 
the network ex pands its 
weeknight television news 
show from a haif-hour to 45 
minutes or an hour.

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School Historian 
Lives In Old Days 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - In his 
mind, 70-year-old Myron T. Seifert 
lives in the day of the little red 
schoolhouse, 
McGuffey readers, inkwells, coal- 
burning stoves and brass school bells— 
these relics of school history have 
occupied much of the waking hours of 
the Columbus man for more than half a 
century. 
“ Since I’ve been in high school I’ve 
collected just about anything and 
everything, but I deal largely with 
items and articles pertaining to local 
history,’’ said Seifert, a retired high 
school journalism teacher. 
The results of those decades of 
historical scrounging jam a Columbus 
warehouse, awaiting establishment of 
an educational museum. Columbus 
school officials indicate the museum 
may soon come into being. 
Seifert estimated that his collection 
of school memorabilia includes about 
12 million stories and newspaper ar­ 
ticles on schools in the Columbus area. 
“ I file everything—good, bad and 
indifferent,” said Seifert. “ It’s a lot of 
guesswork, but there’s something 
happening every day 
that 
has 
relevancy to tomorrow and the past.” 
The Seifert storeroom is a huge 


hodgepodge, including besides the 
famed McGuffey readers and a burn- 
ed-out stove that once kept a one- 
room schoolhouse warm a welter of 
old-fashioned desks, diplomas, class 
pins, school bells, early toys and even 
copies of yearbooks and newspapers 
from many Ohio schools. 
Seifert and his wife have researched 
and filed school artifacts dating back 
to 1797. Much of the material came 
from estates of old Ohio families. Some 
persons sought out Seifert to make 
certain treasured materials would be 
safeguarded for the future. 
Although a formal educational 
museum still is a dream of the future, 
Seifert already has made available his 
material to the public. Almost daily 
teachers from city schools bring stu­ 
dents to the storeroom to see his 
collection. 
Some days, Seifert 
reports, he 
receives a dozen letters and four or 
five telephone calls from people 
around the nation seeking historial 
information. 
And, the search for new material 
continues. 
“ Why stop now?” he asked. “ After 
all I’ve been doing this most of my 
life.” 
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This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S.

(A.) Yes, and you must include in 
your gross income all fees paid to you 
as an election official. 
(Q.) I am a registered nurse and I 
plan to return to work this fall after a 
three-year break to be at home with 
my young daughter. In order to go 
back to work, I plan to enroll her in a 
day care center where she will take 
meals and play supervised learning 
games as well as receive care. Can I 
deduct the entire cost of the day care 
or must I exclude the expenses for food 
and education? 
(A.) Expenses for nursery school or 
day care for pre-school dependent 
children may be deducted, subject to 
certain limitations, if paid to enable 
you to be gainfully employed. Benefits 
incident to the care, such as food and 
education, are not child care expenses.

(Q.) I am a college student majoring 
in education. My school has deferred 
my tuition payments until I graduate 
and begin teaching in the state. How 
does this affect my income tax? 
(A.) Deferral of a student’s tuition * 
obligation to a college or university 
until the student’s later working year 
is not income to the student and no tax 
is involved. However, it the debt is 
eventually forgiven, there is a tax on 
the amount of the loan in the year the 
loan is forgiven. 
(Q.) I rent out a house that I own. 
Recently, the tenants requested me to 
patch some cracks in the cement patio 
and build a fence across the back of the 
property. Can I deduct the cost of these 
projects as rental expenses? 
(A.) To be deductible, a repair to 
rental property you own must not 
appreciably add to the value, utility or 
useful life of the property. Incidental 
repairs which keep the property in 
efficient operating condition, such as 
mending leaks, or in your case, fixing 
the patio, are deductible. Building the 
fence would add to the value of the 
house and such an improvement would 
not be deductible. The cost of the 
fence, however, may be depreciated 
over its useful life. For more in­ 
formation on depreciation, see IRS 
Publication 534, “ Tax Information on 
Depreciation,” available free from 
most IR S offices.

Dangerous Drug 
Data Withheld? 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A leading 
pharmaceutical firm is selling in 
almost every country except the 
United States a drug it has known for 
nearly IO years causes ulcers in mon­ 
keys, a Senate committee has been 
told. 
Subpoenaed testimony before a 
Senate health subcommittee also 
disclosed that Ciba-Geigy Corp. 
allegedly 
withheld 
adverse 
in­ 
formation 
about 
it’s 
“ Slow-K” 
potassium supplement from the Food 
and Drug Administration until a 
former Ciba executive blew the 
whistle. 
Slow-K is undergoing clinical trials 
in American patients now, pending 
FDA approval for marketing as a 
prescription drug in the United States. 
The drug is designed to replace the 
potassium lost by patients taking 
diuretics for fluid loss. Some medical 
experts say orange juice and bananas 
achieve the same result. 
Tulane University medical professor 
F. Gilbert McMahon, a Ciba vice 
president for three years, confirmed 
that it was he who tipped the FDA on 
May 26, 1972, of company studies 
showing that Slow-K caused gastric 
ulcers in monkeys. 
Ciba had applied to the FDA on Aug. 
27, 1971, for permission to conduct 
experimental studies with the drug 
prior to seeking marketing approval. 


McMahon, who spent eight years 
with drug companies and 24 years in 
clinical pharmacology and human 
research, emphasized that he was 
appearing under subpoena and that he 
had no ax to grind with the FDA or the 
pharmaceutical industry. 
The Ciba monkey studies had been 
performed by Dr. Albert Earl in early 
1965. He left Ciba in 1969 after 21 years 
with the firm. 
Introduced into the hearing record 
was a memo prepared for, but never 
signed by, Dr. J. Richard Crout, then 
director of the FDA’s Office of 
Scientific Evaluation, recommending 
that legal action be considered against 
Ciba for not submitting the monkey 
studies. 
FDA investigators sent to check out 
McMahon’s tip were told by Ciba on 
Aug. 18, 1972, that the data had been 
overlooked, according to the memo 
prepared by Dr. E. DeVaughn Belton, 
then head of the FDA’s team in­ 
vestigating cardiovascular drugs. 
“Although we recognize that the 
firm eventually submitted the data, it 
is our opinion that the firm has 
violated the law by omission of 
‘material information...,’” said the 
memo prepared by Belton. 
Crout said on Wednesday he could 
not recall the memo or why he didn’t 
send it to his predecessor at the 
Bureau of Drugs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - I f this year’s 
big tax bill survives heavy cross-fire in 
Congress, many average Americans 
will get a tax cut while oilmen will see 
an old tax-saving friend, the depletion 
allowance, slowly die. 
But all sides in the tax bill battle 
agree that’s an extremely big “if,” 
because the legislation is in trouble. 
Friends are having a tough time fin­ 
ding and keeping a consensus, while 
some strange-bedfellow enemies may 
just gang up and kill it quickly. 
As the bill presently stands after 
many months of voting by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, but with 
many controversial items subject to 
change before the panel’s final 
decisions in the next few weeks, chief 
provisions would: 
—Hike taxes for the oil industry, 
mainly by phasing out the percentage 
depletion allowance that has been a 
fixture in tax law since the 1920s and 
which saves petroleum producers $2 
billion to $3 billion a year in federal 
taxes. 
—Cut taxes for many individuals by 
increasing the maximum standard 
deduction from $2,000 to $2,500; by 
boosting the minimum standard 
deduction that benefits low-income 
persons from $1,300 to $1,400 for singles 
and $1,500 for couples; and by creating 
a new “simplification” deduction of up 
to $650 for people who itemize.

Over-all, staff experts said it will be 
next week before firm estimates on the 
revenue gains and losses for the 
Treasury are ready for presentation to 
the committee. But they guess there 
would be a net $400 million gain for the 
government when the bill’s features 
take effect. 


Committee Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., is pushing to get a bill 


passed by the House before the 
planned mid-October recess for the 
November elections. But the com­ 
mittee is deeply split over the major 
features such as the proposed boost in 
oil industry taxes. 
Still pending are moves to re­ 
consider such things as the new 
minimum tax on the wealthy, and a 
suggestion that a way be provided so 
that no federal taxes would have to be 
paid by a head of a household earning 
up to $3,200, or by others on a scale 
ranging to a married couple with four 
children and annual earnings of $6,500.

Rumsfeld, a former House member 
who resigned from Congress in 1969 to 
join the Nixon administration, was due 
in Washington today for his new 
Nixon's Doctors Work On Blood Clot 


LONG BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) - 
Richard M. Nixon rested quietly in a 
hospital today and the former 
president’s doctor says he thinks the 
dime-sized blood clot in his right lung 
can be successfully treated. 
A hospital spokesman revealed the 
clot had passed through Nixon’s heart 
before lodging in the lung. If it had 
blocked a heart artery, it could have 
been fatal. 
Nixon’s physician, Dr. John C. 
Lungren, said on Wednesday that the 
clot was a “potentially dangerous 
situation but not critical at this time.... 
There is a very good chance of recov­ 
ery, but it will take some time.” 
Nixon is expected to be hospitalized 
through next week, missing the 
Tuesday start of the Watergate cover­ 
up trial in Washington for which he has 
been subpoened as a witness. 
Lungren said Nixon took news of the 
gelatin-like clot “as he normally takes 
anything else — its another problem.” 
But the doctor added, “He has a hell of 
a will to live. 
Such a clot — called an embolus — 
kills lung tissue around it. The size of 
the dead lung area in Nixon’s case was 
not disclosed. 
Several specialists not attending 
Nixon were asked their opinion on the 
severity of the clot. 


“ It’s not life-threatening,” Dr. 
Richard Lescoe, past president of the 
IjOS Angeles Lung Association, said of 
Nixon’s clot. 
A knowledgeable Washington, D.C., 
doctor warned, however, that “even 
though this clot doesn’t seem to be 
severe, it doesn’t mean it couldn’t get 
worse. If a chunk of another clot broke 
off and got to the lungs... that might be 
it.” 
The clot is being treated with an­ 
ticoagulants in hope of dissolving it 
and preventing new clots from form­ 
ing. 
The clot reached Nixon’s lung after 
breaking off a larger clot in his leg, 
where it had been created by per­ 
sistent phlebitis, an inflammation of 
the vein, Lungren said. He said the 
greatest danger is that another clot 
might break off and move to a lung. 
The mortality rate from pulmonary 
embolism varies greatly, according to 
medical sources. Depending on the 
primary cause, it can be anywhere 
from I per cent to 80 per cent fatal, 
they said. 
Lungren said stress and fatigue 
suffered by Nixon since he resigned 
the presidency ‘ may be a factor” in 
Nixon’s physical problems. 
But he suggested other causes are 
possible — simple inactivity or 


hypercoagulability of the blood (a 
strong tendency to clot) or even 
malignancy, including leukemia. He 
said tests were being performed. 
Mary 
Prentice, 
a 
hospital 
spokeswoman, said the clot was small 
enough to easily pass through one of 
the two main pulmonary arteries that 
connect the heart to the lungs. If it had 
been large enough and lodged in the 
artery, death could have occurred in a 
few minutes or a few hours. 
Nixon has had trouble with his leg 
and phlebitis for many years, and the 
lung clot indicates the circulatory 
ailment will continue to plague him. 
“He’s going to be bothered with this 
the rest of his life,” one New York lung 
specialist said. 
The 61-year-old Nixon has no chest 
pain from the clot, Lungren said. 
Nixon entered Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center of Long Beach on 
Monday for a stay then expected to last 
seven days. 
Nixon’s wife, Pat, has been visiting 
her husband daily, driving to the 
hospital from their seaside villa in San 
Clemente, 50 miles south of Long 
Beach, a hospital official said.

But several callers made threats, 
such as “Kill Nixon,” “Let him die” 
and “I’m going to get him,” hospital 
officials said.

the Watergate cover-up trial. 
Jawkorski has asked U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica to send an in­ 
dependent medical team to determine 
whether Nixon can testify or give a de­ 
position. Sirica has not yet ruled on the 
request. 
The clot was discovered on Tuesday. 
Lungren said he did not know when the 
clot broke off. 
President Ford “expressed pleasure 
that there was no imminent danger 
and that the former president is feeling 
reasonably well,” said Press Secre­ 
tary Ron Nessen.

Ohio Crop 
Losses Said 
$356 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Drought, 
heavy rains and an early killing frost 
have lopped an estimated $356 million 
off this year's anticipated farm income 
in Ohio from soybeans, com and 
tomatoes. 
That’s the report from C. William 
Swank, executive vice president of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation. 
Swank said Ohio farmers have lost 
about $100 million in soybeans, $250 
million in com and $6 million in 
tomatoes. 


‘‘I based those figures on the current 
market prices for the crops and the 
drop from spring estimates of the 
yield,” he said. 
He said soybeans, currently selling 
for $7.50 a bushel, are down 13 million 
from spring predictions, while com, 
with a market price of $3.35 a bushel, is 
off 75 million bushels. 
Tomato production, he said, 
is 
100,000 tons less than expected. 
Tomatoes are currently bringing about 
$60 a ton. 


‘‘The only unfair part of those 
estimates is that had we come in with a 
full crop, prices might have been 
lower,” Swank added. 
Swank said the tomato crop was the 
hardest hit by the unseasonable cold 
weather that marked the first day of 
autumn Monday. 
‘‘Frost took just about all the 
remaining tomatoes, which were about 
a third of the total year’s crop,” he 
said. ‘‘But I would guess only about 5 to 
IO per cent of the soybean crop and 5 
per cent of the com were affected by 
the cold.” 


After a long dry spell during the 
summer, followed by heavy rains, 
farmers had hoped for a late frost. 
‘‘Three or four more weeks of good 
weather would have helped things,” 
said Swank. 
He said he wouldn't call this year’s 
weather especially unusual. 
‘‘Farmers have had bad seasons 
before,” he said, “but there’s been 
more public interest in the food 
situation this year because of inflation. 
We’re going to see food prices jumping 
around considerably this winter.”

At Public Hearing 


Officials from District Six of the 
Ohio Department of Transportation 
presented their Action Plan for 
Pickaway County during a public 
meeting held in the Common Pleas 
Courtroom Wednesday. 
The purpose of the hearing was to 
find out what the local community felt 
were the prim ary transportation 
needs. 
Wayne Bauble, design and planning 
engineer for District 6, and Bernard 
Hurst, director of District 6, both 
commented on the availability of high­ 
way financing, both for maintenance 
and new construction. 
According to Hurst there will be $18 
to $20 million less than anticipated 
available for the current calendar 
year. He blamed the reduction of high­ 
way money available directly on the 
energy crisis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secret 
Service agents guarded the children of 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy for more 
than a week because of a kidnap 
threat, a Treasury Department official 
said today. 


The threat was so serious that White 
House counsel Philip Buchen gave his 
personal approval for the protection 
and was kept personally advised of 
developments, the official said. 
A source close to the investigation in 
Boston said the threats were made 
against “all children of Kennedy 
blood.” Treasury Undersecretary Ed­ 
ward C. Schmidts said a child of 
Kennedy-in-law actor Peter I^awford 
was also afforded protection for a 
short time. 


Schmults said the kidnap threat was 
first received Sept. 13. Secret Service 
and police protection was provided 
mainly to Kennedy children in the Bos­ 
ton area, then phased out over the next 
week, Schmults said. 
He said he could not provided details 
of the exact nature of the threat, 
whether it was received in the mail or 
by phone.

AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands, - 
This celebration of the 30th an­ 
niversary of the massive jump into 
occupied Holland of about 35,000 Allied 
paratroops and glider-borne infantry 
is also a literary tea. 
It coincides with the publication of 
Cornelius Ryan’s newest and, to put it 
forlornly, probably last book. It is 
titled “ A Bridge Too Far,” published 
by Simon and Schuster, and will sell 
mountains of copies in hard and soft 
covers in 
more than

languages. 
There has never been anything like 
this in the annals of book promotion. 
Hemingway was never hailed in Spain 
after “ For Whom the Bell Tolls,” or in 
Cuba after “ The Old Man and the Sea” 
as Connie has been embraced in 
Holland for his recognition of the 
valiant role the generally forgotten 
Dutch underground played in the 
liberation of their country.

Quentin Reynolds and Ed Murrow 
were sometimes discreetly applauded 
when they entered the Savoy Grille in 
london during the early days of 
Britain’s lone stand against Hitler. 
But that was nothing compared to 
the reception Ryan, a foine broth of a 
Dublin boyh, has received here this 
past week. The stores are stuffed with 
copies of his book. He has worn himself 
extra-ragged at receptions and press 
conferences and autograph sessions 
since his arrival. The schedule he has 
kept, with the help of his cane and his 
fabled overdose of guts, would have 
killed Brian Boru (and King Kong too). 
Connie has been dying of bone 
cancer since about the time he was 
halfway done with his book. That was 
three years ago. He has difficulty 
making it from the time he gets up in 
the morning until dusk and his pills 
enable him to blotter a day of pain.

RIO DE JA N EIRO , Brazil (A P) - 
“ Buy now, pay later” sales, long the 
way of commercial life for Brazilian 
shoppers and merchants, is losing 
status in this 
business-oriented 
country. 
Statistics from credit bureaus show 
a growing “ pay never” pattern in 
retail trade. 
Rio’s Credit Protection Service says 
it has files on 1.5 million shoppers, and 
900.000 of them are classified as poor 
credit risks. 
The Credit Bureau, in nearby 
Niteroi, says it has 200,000 negative 
files among a listing of 500,000 in­ 
stallment buying customers. 
In Sao Paulo, Brazil’s biggest and 
richest city, the Credit Bureau says its 
negative responses to merchants’ 
credit queries totaled 430,000 in the 
first six months of 1974—up from 
331.000 in the first half of 1973. 
Brazilian store owners expressed 
concern about the trend in a recent 
national meeting here. 
“ The increase in negatives is a 
result of the difficulties the people 
have in meeting their obligations,” 
said Oscar Gimenez, coordinator of the 
conference. “ The bad payer also exists 
to a large extent because of the ease of 
buying with credit, without planning 
the possibilities of paying.” 
Most Brazilian clothing, appliance, 
variety and department stores all 
advertise their prices broken down 
into monthly installments. About 70 
per cent of all sales by such stores are 
made on credit. 
Gimenez said this publicity often 
makes credit terms look easy, even to 
low-income shoppers. But he said 
when the buyer has to choose between 
meeting an installment and buying 
food, the installment goes unpaid. 
Additionally, the Store Owners’ Club 
of Rio reported that total retail sales in 
August were down nearly IO per cent 
from August of the previous year.

“ The developments yesterday en­ 
courage me even more to believe that 
this is an idea that just might be 
possible,” Mondale said. “ I ’m not 
kidding myself. It’s going to be a long, 
tough road and I ’m going to need a lot 
of help.” 
While Mondale was speaking to the 
AF I/-CIO, Minnesota’s other senator, 
1968 Democratic presidential nominee 
Hubert H. Humphrey, told a Min­ 
neapolis news conference he would 
give Mondale a “ ringing” endorse­ 
ment at the labor convention today. 
Humphrey said Mondale has a good 
chance of getting the nomination 
because he is well respected by his 
colleagues in Congress. 
Mondale’s appearance before the 
AFL-CIO came only a few hours after 
the convention adopted a resolution 
supporting a presidential bid by him. 
Mondale said he intends to continue 
his heavy travel schedule this fall 
before making a final decision. He has 
visited about 20 states since January. 


Electric Power 
Costs Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
Commerce Committee has taken a 
first step that could lead to lower 
electric-power rates for American 
consumers. 
It approved a bill authorizing a 
three-year, $4-million study by the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
to 
determine whether and how the 
current pricing system should be 
changed. 
The legislation is aimed at the 
“ declining-block-rate” system under 
which the more power is consumed, 
the less is paid per unit. A key element 
of the FPC study would be the feasi­ 
bility of a peak-pricing system. Under 
this method, a user would pay less for 
electricity at certain hours of the day.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I Coleman, M D. 


Doctors frequently hear their 
patients say they tend to get sick when 
their resistance is low. 
This observation is valid. The whole 
concept of body resistance is a com­ 
plicated phenomenon playing an ac­ 
tive part in the prevention of illness, 
the cure of illness and the maintenance 
of good health. 
Body resistance to illness and 
natural immunity depend on many 
factors. Experts in every field of 
medicine, genetics, chemistry and 
bacteriology are intrigued by the 
lim itless variation of the body’s 
defense mechanism. 
Scientists have been exploring every 
possibility that will augment the 
body’s natural reserve and resistance. 
Rapid chilling of the body or ex­ 
cessive fatigue devitalizes the body’s 
ability to resist infection. Malnutrition 
and vitamin deficiencies, endocrine 
and circulatory problems interfere 
with body’s capacity to counter bac­ 
terial invasion. 
Certainly, emotional disturbances, 
anxiety and stress are considered 
important in lowering resistance. 
The newer knowledge of nutrition, 
the understanding of the relationship 
between the body and the mind, 


adequate rest and diversion, con­ 
trolled exercise, and the careful use of 
leisure all add their contribution to 
man’s own inherited body defense 
against infection and illness. 


The relaxation of card playing 
sometimes turns out to be of greater 
physical and emotional pressure than 
one suspects.

A study done on a group of card 
players showed that the heartbeat and 
the pulse rate fluctuated and increased 
during the exciting moments of the 
game.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - The head of 
the largest political money operation 
in the nation is not ensconced in a plush 
Manhattan or Washington office. 
He is a 50-year-old physician from 
Kettering, a Dayton suburb. 
W' J * ^ewis* a general prac­ 
titioner, is chairman of the American 
Medical Association’s Political Action 
Committee. 
So far this year AMPAC has spent 
$1,775,530 on politics. This includes 
$515,800 transferred to other com­ 
mittees, prim arily state medical 
political action committees, reports 
filed with the U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives disclose. 
As of May 29, AMPAC reported $1.8 
million in its treasury. This was the 
highest amount of any political action 
committee reporting. The dairy lobby 


was second with a reported $1.6 million 
on hand. 
Despite its generous contributions to 
candidates, Dr. Lewis reports AMPAC 
“ is not a lobbying organization at all.” 
AMPAC, he said, ‘‘is trying to help 
good men get elected. It is not in­ 
terested in specific legislation as 
such.” 
The decisions on which con­ 
gressional and state candidates will be 
supported are almost always made by 
the political action committees of state 
medical associations, he said. 
The Ohio group has already given 
$5,000 to U.S. Rep. Clarence J. Brown 
Jr., of Urbana and $3,000 to Thomas N. 
Kindness of Hamilton, candidate for 
congressman in the 8th District. Both 
are Republican conservatives who 
oppose liberal-backed government 
Dear Abby:

The tranquil life of Hunza, the 
longevity of its people and their ap­ 
parently idyllic way of life are said to 
have inspired James Hilton’s novel 
“Lost Horizon.’’ 


But the world has been steadily 
moving in on Hunza since the partition 
of India and the withdrawal of the 
British in 1947. Since then, the mir has 
been reduced to little more than a 
figurehead with responsibility only for 
resolving local disputes according to 
custom. 
Changes in diet and disease resulting 
from increased contact with the out­ 
side world have sharply reduced the 
number of people living past the age of 
IOO. 
Pakistan plans to open up the state 
as a tourist center. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A $2-billion 
manpower bill that would require one- 
fourth of all medical students 
receiving federal aid to work in 
volunteer medical service has been 
passed by the Senate. 
Approved Tuesday and sent to the 
House, the measure would require 
each medical school receiving federal 
aid to set aside 25 per cent of its en­ 
rollment slots each year for students 
who would volunteer to serve in an 
area with a shortage of physicians. 
A broader proposal by Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., was defeated 
after opponents denounced it as a 
domestic draft of all medical school 
graduates for national service. 
Kennedy argued that Washington 
has poured billions into aid for medical 
schools and scholarships and loans for 
medical students. 
Therefore, he said, it is fair to ask all 
of the graduates to serve for two years 
in a shortage area. If the Health, 
Education and Welfare Department 
found that not all were needed, a lot­ 
tery would have been used to select 
those to serve under the Kennedy plan. 
Sen. J. Glenn Beall, R-Md., con­ 
tended this proposal was much too 
drastic. He offered the substitute, 
which was approved to finance 
training of doctors and other health 
professionals for the next three years. 
The volunteers would get scholar­ 
ships and pay for loans to pay for their 
education. They would perform one 
year of service for each year they re­ 
ceived scholarship aid. 
The Beall measure also seeks to put 
some controls on the large numbers of 
foreign-trained doctors in the U.S. 
It 
would 
require that these 
physicians pass written and oral tests 
similar to those taken by American- 


trained doctors and that they be 
proficient in English. 
It does not contain the provision for 
federal licensing of all doctors, which 
Kennedy had proposed. 
The volunteer service would be 
performed in such areas as rural 
communities and innercity neigh­ 
borhoods. 


Fish Stocking

three-quarters of a million fish will be 
stocked in the state’s lakes and 
streams this fall, the Department of 
Natural Resources announced today. 
About 150,000 coho fingerlings will be 
stocked this year, compared to 93,000 
in 1973. A total of 31,000 coho were 
stocked in 1968 when the program 
began. 
Other fish put into the state’s 
waterways are nine-inch muskie 
fingerlings, largemouth bass, channel 
catfish and muskellunge.

Most of the decrease was at­ 
tributed to reduced harvest in Canada, 
Western Europe, India and the 
People’s Republic of China. 
Feedgrain output in the United 
States, the world’s largest producer, 
improved the past month and is ex­ 
pected to total 160.8 million tons, up 
from 158i9 million in August. 
The cutback in wheat prospects 
points to a smaller world reserve 
during 1974-75 instead of a “ modest 
increase” which was anticipated in 
August, officials said. 
Residential Gas 
Rates To Increase 


col JJM BUS, Ohio (AP) - Columbia 
Gas of Ohio Inc. said Wednesday 
residential customers in 62 Ohio 
counties can expect a $2.57 increase in 
their average monthly bill by De­ 
cember. 
A pending rate hike of 6.4 per cent, 
effective Dec. I, was disclosed Wed­ 
nesday in a meeting with Columbus 
city officials. 
This boost follows an 8.3 per cent 
increase in gas rates announced Aug. 
30 and scheduled to go into effect next 
Wednesday. 
A Columbia Gas spokesman said the 
first hike will cost home users about 
$1.47, while the December increase 
will raise customers bills an additional 
$1 .10. 
The two increases will bring the 
average monthly bill for residential 
customers to $20.21, he said. 
The new rates also affect com­ 
mercial users. 
Columbia Gas Chairman W F. I^aird 
said the December price increase 
stems from a new rate request filed 
last spring by the company’s supplier 
with the Federal Power Commission. 
I^aird said the supplier asked for a 
return on investment of about 15 per 
cent. 
The power commission has yet to 
approve the request, but meanwhile 
the supplier can charge the higher 
rate, subject to refund if the power 
commission decides it is unjustified. 
Under a price adjustment clause in 
its rate schedule, Columbia Gas can

Brown said after receiving an 
amended report from the Rhodes for 
Governor Committee there was “no 
evidence of irregularities in receiving 
or reporting contributions which would 
require a further investigation by my 
office or a report to the attorney 
general.” 
Brown, a Republican seeking re­ 
election, 
was 
accused 
by 
his 
Democratic opponent, Sen. Tony P. 
Hall of Dayton, of balking at the probe 
because he shares the state GOP ticket 
with the former governor. 
In its amended report, the com­ 
mittee, headed by J. Gordon Peltier, 
reiterated its earlier claim that in­ 
dividual sales of tickets to more than 
6,000 persons—at $25 each—accounted 
for the receipts at the October 1973 
chicken brunch. 


Brown noted that the law permits 
such sales without Ustuig the names of 
the purchasers so long as no one pays 
more than $25 for a ticket 
‘ The failure by the Rhodes com­ 
mittee to maintain recors is not a 
violation of the statute which would 
necessitate action on my part,” the 
secretary of state said. 
Brown initiated his probe after a 
Cleveland newspaper reported that 
Charles Orwig, a Logan, Ohio, 
businessman, paid $50 for a ticket and 
was not listed as a contributor by the 
committee. 
The committee’s report included a 
statement from Orwig, saying he paid 
the $50 to buy a ticket for his wife and 
himself, and that others who bought 
tickets from him “probably” did the 
same thing. Orwig solicited sales from 
fellow oil producers around the state. 
Peltier’s report said letters went out 
to 250,000 Ohioans to advertise the 
brunch and that more than 6,000 
tickets were sold. It said the caterer 
delivered 5,000 boxes of chicken and 
served between 3,800 and 4,000.

your toes,” said Doc, who claims 
business has never been better in his 42 
years in the skin trade. “The 1960 
school lifted us out of the bucket class 
of tatooing to where we are working 
like artists.” 
Ray Redmond, one of the instructors 
at the school, said in his 21 years of 
inspecting the studios he has not found 
any serious health problems. He said 
that the Navy sometimes reports in­ 
fections, but he has been unable to 
actually find the infected sailor and 
trace him to a local artist. 
Tatooing has been banned in Boston 
and New York, among other places, 
because it allegedly spread hepatitis 
and other diseases. In San Diego, in­ 
spectors make frequent checks on the 
studios and offer detailed instructions 
on sterilization of equipment. 
Artists once used buckets in their 
work and made their dyes with saliva, 
Webb said. Now they sterilize their 
needles. 
Artists in San Diego, home base of 
85,000 Naval personnel, say tatooing is 
finding new popularity. 
“It’s a different class of people now, 
a different segment of society,” said 
Webb, who has 98 designs on his body. 
“We get businessmen, tourists, hippie 
types. We also do a lot of women, 
swingers and older ones.” 
“Tatooing is not confined to military 
personnel like it was,” added Paul 
Vauchelet, a longhaired 27-year-old 
who 
runs the 
Masters 
of 
Skin 
Illustration parlor on Broadway in the 
seedy downtown area where most of 
the parlors are. “You meet everything 
from doctors to police to Hell’s 
Angels.” 
Like most tatoo artists, Webb has 
done a lot of work on himself. Of his 
most practical tatoo he says, “I’ve 
been questioned so many times about 
my Social Security number, now I just 
roll up my sleeve.”

Brown To Receive 
Investigation Power 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown is expected to 
be given special powers to investigate 
possible election law violations within 
his own Democratic Party, the office 
of Gov. John J. Gilligan says. 
Brown asked the governor in a letter 
Wednesday to authorize him to 
proceed with the probe with the same 
powers of those of a county prosecutor. 
He said his existing authority was “not 
entirely clear” under the statutes. 
The

involves 
a 
February 1974 report of the U.S. 
General Accounting Office (GAO) in 
which the agency raised questions of 
Democratic irregularities in 1972. 
Brown made a preliminary in­ 
vestigation, but then turned the matter 
in late July over to John Corrigan, 
prosecutor of Cuyahoga County in 
which the attorney general said 
violations may have occurred. 
Corrigan, also a Democrat, sent the 
papers back to Brown last week, 
saying crowded court dockets had 
precluded him from moving ahead 
with the investigation. 
Gilligan’s office said Wednesday 
that the governor had not seen Brown’s 
letter but was aware it was coming and 
indicated he will approve the request 
for broader powers. 
The GAO raised questions about 
hiring state employes on the basis of 
their political affiliations and soliciting 
political contributions from them, 
seeking illegal contributions from 
labor unions and corporations, and the 
commingling* of campaign and per­ 
sonal funds. 
Brown indicated he will say what 
direction the investigation is taking 
prior to the Nov. 5 election.

‘‘I probably will ask for the same in 
water.” 
Train said President Ford, while his 
voting record as a congressman was 
‘‘conservative on environmental” is­ 
sues, has been receptive to EPA ef­ 
forts. 
‘‘But being President is different 
from 
being 
a 
Congressman 
representing a specific group of 
people,” Train said, adding that Mr. 
Fold ‘‘is desirous of seeing me on a 
regular basis. 
Train said ‘‘it is important to un­ 
derstand we are making progress in 
the environment” contrasting with 
other domestic problems. 
Earlier, at a Greater Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon, 
Train urged the increased use of coal 
to combat fuel shortages, particularly 
in utilities. 
Train said, however, that EPA will 
insist on anti-pollution programs like 
scrubbers on smoke stacks. 
The EPA director called for 
flexibility in environmental com­ 
pliance dates which now may be too 
demanding. 
‘‘The day is gone when we can ac­ 
cept a goal just because it has a tag 
which says ‘environmental’ on it,” 
Train said.

Donations Save College 
From Having To Close 


MOUNT CARROLL, 111. (A P) - 
Shimer College announced last year 
that a decrease in enrollment was 
forcing it to close the books on 120 
years’ tradition. It had lost 30 students. 
But a clamor from students, faculty 
and alumni and $300,000 in donations 
forced trustees to take another look. 
So, a new academic year has started 
for the tiny liberal arts school known 
for its emphasis on classic literature 
and innovative teaching programs. 
“ We’re so small that we didn’t need 
millions to save it,” said Ralph Hough, 
executive 
assistant 
to 
Shimer 
President Esther G. Weinstein. 
“ Now our biggest problem is con­ 
vincing people that we’re not dead. 
There was a lot of publicity when we 
decided to close, but no one’s said any­ 
thing about our staying open.” 
The school, which opened in Sep­ 
tember 1853, was slated to close Dec. 
31, 1973. 
Students, parents and alumni 
donated the money; administrators 
pared budgets and the registrar 
launched a direct-mail recruitment 
campaign. 
“ We had two $25,000 donations, but 
most of the money came in small gifts 
— $5, $10, a few $100 donations,” said 
Hough. 
Fall enrollment climbed back to 
about 200, and the doors to the 16 aging 
buildings on the 40-acre campus stayed 
open. 
"For a school of 1,000 students, 
losing 30 isn’t a big thing,” Hough said. 
“ But here it was a disaster.” 
Officials hope the recruitment 
program will soon boost enrollment to 
about 400. 
The school boasts a one-to-nine 
faculty-student ratio, and offers little 
in the way of vocational majors, 
popular at larger schools. 
It 
pioneered 
early 
entrance 
programs for bright students. To 
graduate, a student must pass com­ 
prehensive examinations regardless of

Tigers Set For SCOL Opener 


It’ll be more than the battle of the 
Tigers when Circleville invades 
Greenfield Friday night. The game 
will be the South Central Ohio League 
opener for both schools and could well 
decide the league championship as 
both teams boast powerful squads. 
All the SCOL teams have 2-1 marks 
after the three, opening non-league 
tilts. But Circleville and Greenfield 
have emerged at the top of the 
statistical battle with pre-season 
favorite Miami Trace. 
The Tigers of Greenfield shutout 
Country Day 26-0 and Shawnee 6-0 on 
successive Fridays before bowing to 
Chillicothe 13-12 last week. 
They lead the SCOL schools in 
scoring defense and defense against 
the rush, thanks to the wins, and have 
out-gained Circleville by four yards on 
the ground for second place behind 
Miami Trace. 
Greenfield has allowed its three 
opponents only 217 yards rushing in 
three games, while churning up 669 
yards. Circleville, with 665 yards 
rushing, has limited its opponents to 
366. The Circleville passing attack has 
clicked for 102 yards as compared to 
only 58 for Greenfield. 
But the big difference is in the at­ 
tacks of the two offenses. 
Greenfield is sparked by Gary Barr, 


a senior tailback that goes 6-2, 190- 
pounds. Barr has nearly three-fourths 
of the Greenfield offensive yardage 
with 424 yards rushing in 105 carries. 
Barr carried the ball 31 times 
against Shawnee to pick-up 76 yards in 
the opener. Against Country Day, he 
rambled 45 times for 246 yards as the 
offensive unit picked up 409 yards. 
Greenfield could well have been 3-0 
going into the contest, as they nearly 
had a come-from-behind win against 
Chillicothe last week. 
The winning score came via the 
airways after Greenfield fumbled near 
midfield. 
Chillicothe gained 138 yards rushing 
in the game, % in the first half. 
Greenfield rolled for 161 yards, but got 
105 in the second half. 
A big factor in the game was the 
inability of Tiger quarterback Kevin 
Kensinger to complete a pass. He 
threw five times. 
By contrast, Circleville has four 
backs that are a threat to go with the 
ball. 
Pat McNaughton has gained 201 
yards, Rick Sampsill has rushed for 
161, Biff Bumgarner has carried for 
148, and Alan Underwood has traveled 
110 yards in two games. 
McNaughton is 4th in the league in 
total yardage and 5th in yards per 


carry with a 5.43 average. Barr leads 
the league in rushing yardage, but is 
not in the top IO in yards per carry 
average. 
Circleville also has the edge in 
passing with Phil Roll or Perry 
Hoskins. Roll is 7 of 19 for 88 yards, 
while Hoskins has hit on 2 of 8 for 14 
yards.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)- In an 
ironic twist to the case, it was learned 
Wednesday that the daughter of an 
FBI supervisor helped the accused 
kidnaper of 4-year-old Allison Mechem 
surrender to authorities. 
Meanwhile, police reported they 
were searching for two more suspects 
in the kidnaping. And the man in 
custody, Frank Joseph Wiechman, 26, 
of Cincinnati, was scheduled for court 
arraignment on kidnap charges this 
morning. 
Police declined to comment on a 
Cincinnati Enquirer report that 
Wiechman was at work at a downtown 
Cincinnati automobile agency at the 
time of the kidnaping. 
The blonde, blue-eyed Allison, 
daughter of broadcast executive 
Charles S. Mechem Jr., returned to 
normal living Wednesday as her

parents sent her back to nursery 
school. 
The child was found crying alone in a 
motel room Tuesday. 
After learning the girl had been 
recovered, Wiechman, paroled from 
Florida for armed robbery con­ 
victions, sat in a chili parlor near his 
home with friends, discussing whether 
to surrender. 
It was a young waitress, Maria 
Hogan, daughter of J. Gerald Hogan, 
assistant to the special agent in charge 
of the Cincinnati office of the FBI, who 
arranged the surrender. 
She said Wiechman was a regular 
customer at the chili parlor and she 
served him chili or double-decker 
sandwiches nightly. 
While her father helped run the 
massive manhunt and kidnap recovery' 
for 24 hours, Maria did not know 


Wiechman was wanted. 
The FBI and police had traced 
Wiechman through the car used in the 
Monday afternoon kidnap through its 
license tag. It belonged to the man 
Wiechman had purchased it from, 
police revealed. 
The car was abandoned with a 
ransom note and some of the child's 
belongings in the parking lot of a 
carry-out store. 
“I talked to him some when he came 
in every night,” said Miss Hogan. “I 
wasn’t friendly with him, but he was 
well-mannered.” 
Wiechman had just finished eating 
Wednesday night when a friend came 
in to say the girl had been found and 
that he had seen Wiechman’s picture 
on television as the wanted man. 
Wiechman first tried to telephone his 
probation officer “but he couldn't get 


him for some reason,” Miss Hogan 
said. 
Then, another man at the counter, 
“Doug, I don’t know his last name, he 
comes in every night too — said why 
don’t you ask her to call her father to 
help. He’s with the FBI.” 
Miss Hogan, who was washing 
dishes, looked up and was ‘ stunned.” 
“Then he—Wiechman—said, 
yes, 
call your father’,” she said. 
“I knew the number. When I got my 
father on the phone I explained and 
then gave him (Wiechman) the 
telephone.” 
With that, Miss Hogan made herself 
“scarce" until after the police and FBI 
agents converged on the shopping 
center restaurant. There was no 
struggle.

Fifi Gone, Honduras Still Suffers 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras - No 
one in Honduras paid much attention 
early last week as Hurricane Fifi crept 
through the Caribbean sea. 
It was just another storm to the 2.6 
million people in this triangle-shaped 
Central American country. 
Fifi is gone. But Honduras, a nation 
reeking of poverty, is flat on its back 
with Fifi’s name etched forever in the 
national memory, the worst disaster in 
Honduran history. 
The government estimates that 
7,508-8,000 died. No one will ever know 
for sure how many perished. The 
National Emergency Committee said 
another 100,000 are homeless. 
No one knows how many people died 
of hunger after Fifi destroyed almost 
50 per cent of the nation’s food crops. 
The Hondurans were undernourished, 
hungry, in abject poverty, before the 
storm came. In their usual state of 
malnutrition they were not up to 
holding on for the three, four or five 
days it took for the floods to recede 
enough to get food and shelter to them. 
With almost half this season’s com 
and bean crops gone, the nation faces 
starvation. 
Poverty is common in Honduras; the 
average annual income is less than 
$260. Many peasants have almost no 
cash income; they live off their crops 
and by bartering. Beggars abound in 
the cities. Boys drop out of first grade 
to shine shoes to help buy food.

People were warned about Fifi. But 
few paid attention. Only IO days 
before, Hurricane Carmen skirted the 
coast without serious damage. Even if 
the barefoot, poorly clad people 
wanted to leave they had nowhere to go 
and no way to get there. 
Measured against other killer 
storms, Fifi was just a kitten. The 
storm had sustained winds of 125 miles 
an hour with gusts up to 140 m.p.h. 
Carmen’s winds gusted up to 175 
m p h. and there was no large loss of 
life. 
Fifi did her damage with water. She 
dumped up to 24 inches of rain in 36 
hours on northeastern Honduras. 
As Fifi’s eye trudged slowly off­ 
shore, tides 15 feet above normal rose 
in the mangrove swamps, blocking the 
flow of the rivers. The torrential rain 


suddenly turned tranquil mountain 
streams into raging torrents. The 
streams flowed into the Ulua, 
Chamelecon and Aguan rivers, and the 
rivers had nowhere to go except over 
their banks. 
Damage throughout the country far 
surpassed the gross national product. 
Between 80 and 95 per cent of the 
banana crop was wiped out, with a loss 
of half a billion dollars. 
People tried to help. But the aid 
pouring in from other countries in 
plane after plane ran into bottlenecks. 
Only 20 per cent of the railroad lines 
survived. There are few paved roads. 
As the first week after the storm 
neared its end, reports came in of 
outbreaks of disease. Rotting bodies of 
the dead, animal and human, were 
taking their toll.

NEW YORK (AP) - ABC 
News is awaiting the results 
of a year-long survey of what 
viewers might like to see if 
the network expands its 
weeknight television news 
show from a half-hour to 45 
minutes or an hour. 
But it doesn’t mean ABC 
plans to break the half-hour 
news barrier soon. 
The survey, says ABC 
News President Bill Sheehan, 
“ is just an exercise because 
we really don’t have any hope 
of

Evening News’ right now. But 
we want to be ready in case 
the day comes.” 
He said the study, con­ 
ducted by Frank N. Magid 
Associates, an Iowa-based 
news consulting and research 
firm, simply asks, ‘‘What are 
people looking for if the 
networks go to an hour or 45 
minutes?”

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School Historian 
Lives In Old Days 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - In his 
mind, 70-year-old Myron T. Seifert 
lives in the day of the little red 
schoolhouse. 
McGuffey readers, inkwells, coal- 
burning stoves and brass school bells— 
these relics of school history have 
occupied much of the waking hours of 
the Columbus man for more than half a 
century. 
“Since I’ve been in high school I’ve 
collected just about anything and 
everything, but I deal largely with 
items and articles pertaining to local 
history,” said Seifert, a retired high 
school journalism teacher. 
The results of those decades of 
historical scrounging jam a Columbus 
warehouse, awaiting establishment of 
an educational museum. Columbus 
school officials indicate the museum 
may soon come into being. 
Seifert estimated that his collection 
of school memorabilia includes about 
12 million stories and newspaper ar­ 
ticles on schools in the Columbus area. 
“I file everything—good, bad and 
indifferent,” said Seifert. “It’s a lot of 
guesswork, but there’s something 
happening every day that 
has 
relevancy to tomorrow and the past.” 
The Seifert storeroom is a huge 


hodgepodge, including besides the 
famed McGuffey readers and a burn­ 
ed-out stove that once kept a one- 
room schoolhouse warm a welter of 
old-fashioned desks, diplomas, class 
pins, school bells, early toys and even 
copies of yearbooks and newspapers 
from many Ohio schools. 
Seifert and his wife have researched 
and filed school artifacts dating back 
to 1797. Much of the material came 
from estates of old Ohio families. Some 
persons sought out Seifert to make 
certain treasured materials would be 
safeguarded for the future. 
Although a formal educational 
museum still is a dream of the future, 
Seifert already has made available his 
material to the public. Almost daily 
teachers from city schools bring stu­ 
dents to the storeroom to see his 
collection. 
Some days, Seifert reports, he 
receives a dozen letters and four or 
five telephone calls from people 
around the nation seeking historial 
information. 
And, the search for new material 
continues. 
“Why stop now?” he asked. “After 
all I’ve been doing this most of my 
life.”

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) I work full time, but this fall 
during the congressional race I will be 
taking off some time from my job to 
serve as an election official helping to 
register new voters and assisting in 
election booths. I will receive a fee for 
these services. Is this kind of income 
taxable? 
(A.) Yes, and you must include in 
your gross income all fees paid to you 
as an election official. 
(Q.) I am a registered nurse and I 
plan to return to work this fall after a 
three-year break to be at home with 
my young daughter. In order to go 
back to work, I plan to enroll her in a 
day care center where she will take 
meals and play supervised learning 
games as well as receive care. Can I 
deduct the entire cost of the day care 
or must I exclude the expenses for food 
and education? 
(A.) Expenses for nursery school or 
day care for pre-school dependent 
children may be deducted, subject to 
certain limitations, if paid to enable 
you to be gainfully employed. Benefits 
incident to the care, such as food and 
education, are not child care expenses. 
But, if the manner of providing care is

Honey Production 
Down This Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Don’t look 
for the nation’s bees to make up for 
any gaps in the nation’s sweet tooth 
this year. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Wednesday honey production in the 
major producing states is expected to 
be down about 24 per cent from 1973. 
Officials said summer drought, which 
dried up nectar blossoms, is the main 
reason for decreased production in 
most Midwest states. 
Although the department said the 
inventory is not strictly a national 
account, indications are the decline in 
20 major honey states means a sub­ 
stantial drop in over-all output.

such that your payment covers other 
benefits that are inseparably a part of 
the care, then the entire cost is 
deductible as a child care expense. 
For example, if a nursery school 
charges a flat fee that includes lunch, 
recreational activities, and other 
benefits, the full amount paid would be 
deductible. However, benefits will not 
be considered and inseparable part of 
the care if the expense includes 
education in the first or higher grade 
level. Such expenses must be ap­ 
portioned between the cost of care for 
the child and the cost of education. For 
further information on this subject 
including limitations on the amount of 
deductions for child care, consult IRS 
Publication 503, “Child Care and 
Disabled Dependent Care.” It’s 
available free at many IRS offices. 
(Q.) I am a college student majoring 
in education. My school has deferred 
my tuition payments until I graduate 
and begin teaching in the state. How 
does this affect my income tax? 
(A.) Deferral of a student’s tuition * 
obligation to a college or university 
until the student’s later working year 
is not income to the student and no tax 
is involved. However, it the debt is 
eventually forgiven, there is a tax on 
the amount of the loan in the year the 
loan is forgiven. 
(Q.) I rent out a house that I own. 
Recently, the tenants requested me to 
patch some cracks in the cement patio 
and build a fence across the back of the 
property. Can I deduct the cost of these 
projects as rental expenses? 
(A.) To be deductible, a repair to 
rental property you own must not 
appreciably add to the value, utility or 
useful life of the property. Incidental 
repairs which keep the property in 
efficient operating condition, such as 
mending leaks, or in your case, fixing 
the patio, are deductible. Building the 
fence would add to the value of the 
house and such an improvement would 
not be deductible. The cost of the 
fence, however, may be depreciated 
over its useful life. For more in­ 
formation on depreciation, see IRS 
Publication 534, “Tax Information on 
Depreciation,” available free from 
most IRS offices.

defense motion arguing that the rights 
of eight former Ohio National Guards­ 
men were violated because it took the 
government more than four years to 
bring them to trial in connection with 
the 1970 Kent State University 
shootings. 


Judge Frank J. Battisti denied 
Wednesday the motion for dismissal of 
charges against the former guards­ 
men. 


The eight were indicted by a federal 
grand jury last March, accused of 
violating the civil rights of students 
killed or wounded by national guard 
gunfire May 4, 1970. Four students 
were killed and nine wounded in the 
clash between guardsmen and antiwar 
demonstrators. 


GTE Curtails Expansion Projects 


Twelve current expansion projects 
totaling $641,700 have been deferred in 
the Circleville district in connection 
with the curtailment program an­ 
nounced July 24 by General Telephone 
Co. of Ohio.
